There was an article in the

Companion for the Macintosh’. 
Laurence was very pleased with the 
2788 and its Mac - Z88 file 


transfer software. He says "It’s 
not a Mac laptop, but it plugs the 
gap nicely". 

The 288 was also mentioned in 
Jerry Pournelle’s ‘Computing at 
Chaos Manor’ column. Jerry had a 
conference to attend at the White 
House. He needed a machine to type 
notes on. His other portables were 
too big and cumbersome. The silent 
keyboard of the 288 also was a 
plus. Someone else typing ona 
T119@ was getting periodic dirty 
looks. It seems like Jerry is 
really starting to like the Z88. 

Cambridge had a nice ad in 
this same issue with a picture of 
Jerry typing on a Z88 and some 
pictures of the White House. 

The July issue of MacGuide had 
an article comparing a Z88, a 
Psion Organizer and a WristMac in 
their role as Mac accessories.
